In making the annual report of the town’s schools, 
I desire to make a general observation rather than to speak 
of the work of the separate schools I will say, however, 
that I have found the teachers consciencious and pains- 
taking, and the scholars have shown, for the most part, a 
willing co-operation. In the schools under my care I have 
noted some progress, yet not as marked in many cases as 
to be entirely satisfactory. I have found in loking over 
reports of previous years that the same feeling has been 
expressed by other boards, and ] have been interested to 
read the various changes which each believed would bring 
about an improvement in the schools. Some have asked 
for money; that has been given and yet our schools are not 


as good as they ought to be. I, therefore, take the liberty 
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to suggest anotner change which scems to me to be worth 
your consideration. The Board has found it exceedingly 
difficult to secure able and experienced teachers for our 
small schools. Good teachers do not like to spend their 
time with six or seven children. Applications for such 
schools are largely from those who desire experience or 
feel disqualified to teach large schools. In many instances 
the money spent in the small schools has been wasted on 
poor teachers as is shown by the fact that the scholars are 
not as far advanced as children of the same age in the 
larger schools. Seeing this to be the case, | am led to be- 
lieve that we can raise the grade of teachers most effect- 
ually by uniting the small schools. Our town seems well 
suited to be divided into three or at most four school dis- 
tricts, and this could be done if each parent would put 
aside petty prejudices and jealousies, and look only to the 
welfare of the children of the town, I am aware that such 
a change would necessitate some inconvenience on the 
part of some parents, but I am convinced that the gain 
would far outweigh the pains. I can, therefore, only leave 
this suggestion with you, andask with great earnestness 
that you vive it careful consideration, realizing that the 
success of ourschools depends largely upon the way in 
which you meet these suggestions of the Board who serves 
you. 


ANNIE F. WHITE. 


We, the School Board, in submitting our annual re- 
port, first:— wish tothank the people of Holderness for 
the support they have so kindly given us in raising the nec- 
essary funds to supply our school with books. We have 
purchased for the supplementary reading mentioned in 
our 1899 report, ‘Ways of Wood Folks’ and ‘‘English 
History Stories.’ We find them just what we hoped they 
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would be. We have also purchased some chairs for the 
teacher’s desks which were much needed. We tried to lo- 
cate our schools to the best interest of our scholars: todo 
so, it seemed expedient to unite True and Prescott schools 
for the spring term. In union with Sandwich for the fall 
term we were able to maintain a school in the True school 
house. This arrangement proved very satisfactory. 

We wish to urge upon the parents tne necessity of 
sending their children regularly and punctually to school. 
Nothing but illness should keep pupils at home. While 
school is in session it is the business of every scholar to be 
there and to be in season. This part of their life’s work is 
as important as any thing they will do in later years. The 
success or failure of a person’s life depends very much on 
the way their school days are spent. 

The state appropriates annuaily, twenty-five thousand 
dollars, three fourths of which is to be distributed among 
the towns according to the average attendance of the 
schools. The larger attendance, the greater amount we 
receive. We are sorry to:report a ‘falling off” in attend- 
ance this year, that has diminished the amount received 


from the state. After the liberal appropriation from town 
and state it seems almost CRIMINAL for parents to allow 
their children to remain away from school unless absolute- 
ly necessary. Did you ever stop to consider that by doing 
sO you were not only doing injury to your own children 
but also to the rest of the schools. 

In closing this report and also my term of office, I 
wish to thank you for your kindness in granting my re- 
quests in behalf of the schools, and also for your support 
and assistance in my efforts in promoting the welfare of 
our scholars.
